Whereas sentiment and loyalty as

and Merchant^' Exchange most ve- 
hemently protests against any sale or 
other disposition of tho present City 
Hall and site, and urges that It be 
preserved and the' building restored 
to its original appearance and utilized 


a City Hall or Public Memorial,

Resolved that the City. Council be 


requested to defer action on the mat- 
ter of altering the old lllgh School 
Building for such time not exceeding 
.en days as will enable the Board of 
Trade and Merchants' Exchange at 
its own expense to investigate and to 
perfect and present to the City Coun- 
cil for its consideration some alter- 
native plan, whereby the present City 
Hall may be preserved as such with- 
out extravagant outlay, if feasibit.

His Views Expressed In Paetover 


Sermon Held to Be In Conflict With

Congregation—Would 


Abandon Prayer Book of Reformed 


'Jews In America and Return to Old 
Ritual—Is Prominent In Zionism 


New. York, May 25.—The associate 


rabbinate of the Temple Kmanu-El Is 
left vacant by the action of the trus- 
tees and the members of the congre- 
gation regarding a letter sent to them 
by Rabbi Leon Magnes in the light 
of a resignation and accepting It. The 
severance of the ties between the 
synagogue and Magnes .Is no surprise 
to the congregation or In Hebrew cir- 
cles, for It was known that his con- 
flct of opinions with the congregation 
must Inevitably lead to that develop- 
ment. 


The Incidents culminating In the ac- 


ceptance o£ his resignation had their 
origin in his recent Passover sermon, 
which was regarded as diametrically 
opposite to the view of the congrega- 
tion, or most of It. 
The expression 


of his views on that occasion con- 
vinced the majority of the congrega- 
tion that.'.'a 
reconciliation between 


them and the rabbi, because of the 
divergence of views, was Impossible. 


In this sermon he called attention 


to the empty pews of t£e temple, to 
the absence of the younger genera- 
tion of the children of the ..members, 
and predicted the decadence of the 
congregation: unless. It made .certain 
changes in Its method of worship. Ho 
called emphatically for the abandon- 
ment of the 
Union 
Prayer Book, 


which is the prayer book pf the Re- 
form Jews of this country, and tl^e 
substitution tor It of the old ritual- 
istic prayer book, .which, reform had 
discarded and which contains prayers 
for the restoration of the Jewish state 
In Palestine. 


He demanded also that the "con 


flrmation" of the children of the con- 
gregation be abandoned, and that In- 
stead the old Jewish custom of Bar 
Mltzvah be relnBtltuted; ho demanded 
the moderation of the price of pews, 
so that men 
at,- moderate 
clrcum 


stances couid bring their families into 
the temple, and he demanded the In- 
crease of lessons In the Sunday school 
and tbe organization of adult classes 
In history. 


"If, 
however," he added, 
"the 


congregation indicates that I am nol 
to expect Its co-operation in accom- 
plishing the.purpose I cherish, then 1 
am constrained with regret, but with- 
out the least hesitation, to" refuse a 
re-election to the rabbinate of the 
congregation at the expiration of mj 
present term." . 


Dr. Mngnes, who was called to the 


temple In 1900, preached In Novem- 
ber, 1907, shortly after the marriage 
of Trustee Louis Stern's daughter tc 
Baron 
Leo 
von 
Oraffenrled; 
a 


Catholic, a sermon deploring the mar- 
riage of Jews with Christiana. 
Stern 


resigned t few months later. Magnes 
came from the Temple Israel, Brook- 
lyn. 
He Is a native of San Francisco,
